431, MALYJ VYSOTSKIIJ/RAVANSAARI ISLANDS. An international team headed by 
Romeo, 3W3RR/AA2FW, and Frank, OH2LVG/AA7FM, is headed to M-V Island for 
what may be the last operation from this island using the 4J prefix. The 
4J prefix is likely to be assigned to Azerbaijan in January, 1993. The 
group which includes operators from Finland, Mexico, Russia and United 
States will commence operations on October 22th and then depart the 
island after the CQ WW Phone Contest on October 26th. Activity will be 
on the usual DX frequencies. Operators will be Romeo/3W3RR, Tomi/OH6EI, 
Pekka/OH2BVF, Frank/OH2LVG, Andy/UA3AB, Willy/UW9AR, Victor/XE1VIC and 
ED/NT2X. QSL via OH2LVG, Vanhaistentie 5 E 73, 00420 Helsinki, Finland. 


4U, UNITED NATIONS, HQ. The United Nations station 4U1UN will begin 
operating with the callsign of 4U47UN starting within the next few weeks, 
and lasting until the end of October, 1992. The callsign will be used in 
celebration of the 47th anniversary of the United Nations and the opening 
of the 47th session of the General Assembly. Please QSL to W8CZN or 
WB8LFO, either route will get you the QSL. 


8P, BARBADOS (IOTA NA-021). Rick, NE8Z, will be active from Sam Lords 
Castle on the southeastern portion of the Island from October 26 thru 
November 3. He will not be active in the CQ WW Phone Contest. His call 
sign is unknown at this time, but it will be issued upon his arrival. 

Rick hopes to receive one of the following callsigns that he has 
requested: 8P9DR, 8P9EE or 8P9MD. Activity will be mostly CW on 10-40 
meters (25 kHz up from the bottom of each band.). Also, check 50.110 MHz 
and the IOTA net SSB frequencies of 14260, 21260 and 28460. Rick mentioned 
there will be some SSB/CW WARC activity. During his week stay, his goal is 
to work DXCC. QSL via K8LJG. He would appreciate USA QSLs for his USA-CA 
award via his QSL Manager or via W8-Bureau. 


9G, GHANA. It has been reported by The DX Bulletin that John Longhurst, 
G3VLH, recently met with Kofi Jackson, 9G1AJ, Director of Ghana Frequency 
Registration and Control Board. Kofi stated that the ban on amateur radio 
activities will be lifted on January 15 when Ghana reverts to civilian 
rule. 


9N, NEPAL. Kiyoko, NH6RT, the YL who went island hopping thru the Pacific 
a year or so ago is now in Nepal. She will be there 2-3 years and hopes to 
obtain a license. 


C9, MOZAMBIQUE. C9RJJ has been quite active this week on CW. Check around 
7005/0300z, 14012/2100z and 21030/1900z. Also, there has been activity on 
RTTY, check 14080 kHz around 2300z. For SSB check 21205 kHz around 1645z 
and 28411 kHz around 1615z. QSL via W8GIO. 


CY, SABLE ISLAND. VE1CBK and three other operators, including one YL 
operator, will operate from Sable Island from October 2nd thru the 9th. 
The callsign has not yet been determined. (TNXS Mike Witkowski) 


D2, ANGOLA. D2EL has been quite active all week on or around 28488 kHz 
starting around 2030z to as late as 2315z.
